51.186, the federal regulation on which it is
based. In this rule, the term “air contaminant” is substituted for the term “pollutant” in the
federal regulation and the term “administrator of U.8. EPA” for “administrator”, “federal
clean air act” for “act” and “department”’ for “the State”, “the Governor” and “reviewing
authority". The federal definition for “building, structure, facility or installation’ is applied
to the phrase “facility, building, structure, equipment, vehicle or action” — a similar term
which appears in Wisconsin’s statutory provisions on air pollution. In addition, cross refer-
ences in the federal regulation have been changed in the rule to comparable provisions in
Wisconsin's rule {e.g., “40 CFR Parts 60 and 61 has been changed to “chs. NR 440 and 445
to 449"}, Eliminated from the rule are provisions of the federal regulations which do not apply
to the state's PSD program (i.e., provisions governing U,S. EPA approval of plan revisions).

NR 405,02 Definitions. In addition to the definitions in this section, the
dﬁﬁnitions contained in ch. NR 400 apply to the terms used in this
chapter.

(a) In general, actual emissions as of a particular date shall equal the
average rate, in tons per year, at which the unit actually emitted the air
contaminant during a 2-year period which precedes the particular date
and which is representative of normal source operation. The department
may allow the use of a different time period upon a determination that it
is more representative of normal source operation, Actual emissions shall
be caleulated using the unit’s actual operating hours, production rates,
and types of materials processed, stored, or combusted during the se-
lected time period.
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(b) The department may presume that source-spemﬁc allowable emis-
sions for the unit are equivalent to the actual emissions of the unit.

(e) For any emissions unit which has not begun normal operations on
the particular date, actual emissions shall equal the potential to emit of
the unit on that date.

(2) “Allowable emlssmns means the emissions rate of a stationary
source calculated using the maximum rated capacity of the source (un-
less the source is subject to federally enforceable limits which restriet the
operating rate, or hours of operation, or both) and the most stringent of
the following:

44g}a) The applicable standards as set forth in chs, NR 440 and 445 to

9E)b) The applicable emissions limitations, as set forth in chs. NR 400 to
; OF

{e¢) The emissions rate specified as a federally enforceable permit
condition.

(3) “Baseline area” means any intrastate area (and every part thereof)
designated as attainment or unclassifiable under section 107 (d) (1) (D)
or (E) of the federal clean air act in which the major source or major
modification establishing the baseline date would construct or would
havean air quality impact equal to or greater than 1 ug/m3 {annual aver-
age) of the air contaminant for which the baseline date is established,
Area redesignations under seetion 107 (d) (1) (D) or (E) of the federal
clean air act cannot intersect or be smaller than the area of impact of any
major stationary source or major modification which:

{(a) Establishes a baseline date; or
(b) Is subject to this chapter.

(4) (a) “Baseline concentration’” means that ambient concentration
level which exists in the baseline area at the time of the applicable base-
line date, A baseline concentration is determined for each air contami-
nant for which a baseline date is established and shall include;

1. The actual emissions representative of sources in existenece on the
applicable baseline date, except as provided in par. (b).

2. The allowable emissions of major stationary sources which com-
menced construction before January 6, 1975, but were not in operation
by the applicable baseline date,

{b) The following will not be included in the baseline concentration
and will affect the applicable maximum allowable increases:

1. Actual emissions from any major stationary source on which con-
struction commenced after January 6, 1975; and

2. Actual emissions inereases and decreases at any stationary source
occurring after the baseline date.

(6) (a) “Baseline date’” means the earliest date after August 7, 1977,
that a major stationary source or major modification subject fo this
chapter submits a complete application.
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(b) The baseline date is established for each air contaminant for which
increments or other equivalent measures have been established if:

1. The area in which the proposed major source or major modification
would construct is designated as attainment or unclassifiable under sec-
tion 107 (d) (1) (D) or (E) of the clean air act for the air contaminant on
the date of its complete application under this chapter; and

2. In the case of a major stationary source, the air contaminant would
be emitted in significant amounts or, in the case of a major modification,
there would be a significant net emissions increase of the air
contaminant,

{6) “Begin actual construction’ means, in general, initiation of physi-
cal on-site construetion activities on an emissions unit which are of a
permanent nature. Such activities include, but are not limited to, instal-
lation of building supports and foundations, laying of underground
pipework and construction of permanent storage structures. With re-
spect to a change in method of operation, this term refers to those on-site
activities, other than preparatory activities, which mark the initiation of
the change.

(7) “Best available control technology'' means an emissions limitation
(including a visible emissions standard) based on the maximum degree of
reduction for each air contaminant subject to regulation under the fed-
eral clean air act which would be emitted from any proposed major sta-
tionary source or major modification which the department, on a case-
by-case basis, taking into account energy, environmental, and economic
impacts, and other costs, determines is achievable for such source or
modification through application of production processes or available
methods, systems, and technigues, including fuel cleaning or treatment
or innovative fuel combination techniques for control of such pollutant,
In no event may application of best available control technology result
in emissions of any air contaminant which would exceed the emissions
allowed by any applicable standard under chs. NR 440 and 445 to 449, If
the department determines that technological or economic limitations on
the applieation of measurement methodology to a particular emissions
unit would make the imposition of an emissions standard infeasible, a
design, eguipment, work practice, operational standard or combination
thereof, may be prescribed instead to satisfy the requirement for the ap-
plication of best available control technology. Such standard shall, to the
degree possible, set forth the emissions reduction achievable by imple-
mentation of such design, equipment, work practice or operation, and
shall provide for compliance by means which achieve equivalent resuits.

{(8) “Building, structure, facility, or installation’ and “facility, build-
ing, structure, equipment, vehicle or action’ means al] of the air contam-
inant emitting activities which belong to the same industrial grouping,
are located on one or more contiguous or adjacent properties, and are
under the control of the same person (or persons under common control)
except the activities of any vessel. Air contaminant emitting activites
shall be considered as part of the same industrial grouping if they helong
to the same “major group” (i.e., which have the same 2-digit code) as
described in the Standard Industrial Classifieation Manual, 1972, as
amended by the 1977 Supplement (U.S. Government Printing Office
stock numbers 4101-0066 and 033-005-00176-0, respectively).
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(9) “Commence” as applied to construction of a major stationarfr
source or major modification means that the owner or operator has all
necessary preconstruction approvals or permits and either has:

(a) Begun, or caused to begin, a continuous program of actual on-site
construction of the source, to be completed within a reasonabie time; or

{b) Entered into binding agreements or contractual obligations, which
cannot be eancelled or modified without substantial loss to the owner or
operator, to undertake a program of actual construction of the source to
be completed within a reasonable time,

(10) “Complete’ means, in reference to an application for a permit,
that the application contains all the information necessary for processing
the application. Designating an application complete for purposes of per-
mit processing does not preclude the department from requesting or ac-
cepting any additional information.

(11) “*Construction’” means any physical change or change in the
method of operation (including fabrication, erection, installation, demo-
lition, or modification of an emissions unit) which would result in a
change in actual emissions,

(12) “Emissions unit” means any part of a stationary source which
emits or would have the potential to emit any air contaminant subject to
regulation under the federal clean air act,

(13) “‘Federal land manager’ means, with respect to any lands in the
lUnEjted States, the secretary of the department with authority over such
ands,

{14) “Federally enforceable’” means all limitations and conditions
which are enforeeable by the administrator of U.S. EPA, including those
requirements set forth in ¢hs. NR 440 and 445 to 449, and any permit
requirements established pursuant to this chapter,

(15) “Fugitive emissions’” means those emissions which could not rea-
sonably pass through a stack, chimney, vent, or other functionaily
equivalent opening,.

(16) “*High terrain’’ means any area having an elevation 900 feet or
more above the base of the stack of a source,

(17) “Indian governing body" means the governing body of any tribe,
band, or group of Indians subject to the jurisdiction of the United States
and recognized by the United States as possessing power of self-
government,

(18) “Indian reservation’ means any federally recognized reservation
established by treaty, agreement, executive order, or act of congress,

(19) “Innovative control technology’” means any system of air pollu-
tion control that has not been adequately demonstrated in practice, but
would have a substantial likelihood of achieving greater econtinuous
emissions reduction than any control system in current practice or of
achieving at least comparable reductions at lower cost in terms of en-
ergy, economies, or nonair quality environmental impacts.

(20) “Low terrain’” means any area other than high terrain,

(22) (a) “Major stationary source” means:

1. Any of the following stationary sources of air contaminants which
emits, or has the potential to emit, 100 tons per year or more of any air
contaminant subject to regulation under the federal clean air act: Fossil
fuel fired steam electric plants of more than 250 million British thermal
units per hour heat input, coal cleaning plants (with thermal dryers),
kraft pulp mills, portland cement plants, primary zine smelters, iron and
steel mill plants, primary aluminum ore reduction plants, primary cop-
per smelters, munieipal incinerators capable of charging more than 260
tons of refuse per day, hydrofluorie, sulfuric, and nitric acid plants, pe-
troleum refineries, lime plants, phosphate rock processing plants, coke
oven batteries, sulfur recovery plants, carbon black plants (furnace pro-
cess), primary lead smelters, fuel conversion plants, sintering plants, sec-

2. Any other increases and decreases in actual emissions at the source
thag arg contemporaneous with the particular change and are otherwise
creditable,

(b) An increase or decrease in actual emissions is contemporaneous
with the increase from the particular change only if it occurs between:

1. The date 5 years before construction on the particular change com-
mences and

(25) “Potential to emit” means the maximum capacity of a stationary
source to emit an air contaminant under its physical and operational de-
sign. Any physical or operational limitation on the capacity of the source
to emit an air contaminant, including air pollution control equipment
and restrictions on hours of operation or on the type or amount of mate-
rial combusted, stored, or processed, shall be treated as part of its design

(26) “Secondary emissions’” means emissions which occur as a result of
the construction or operation of & major stationary source or major mod-
ification, but do not come from the major stationary source or major
modification itself, For the purposes of this chapter, secondary emissions
must be specific, well defined, quantifiable, and impact the same general
areas as the stationary source or modification which causes the secondary
emissions, Secondary emissions include emissions from any offsite sup-
port facility which would not be constructed or increase its emissions
except as a result of the construction or operation of the major stationary
source or major modification. Secondary emissions do not include any
emissions which come directly from a mobile souree, such as emissions
from the tailpipe of a motor vehicle, from a train, or from a vessel,

(c) Concentrations of particulate matter attributable to the increase in
emissions from construction or other temporary emission-related activi-
ties of new or modified sources;

(d) The increase in concentrations attributable to new sources outside
the United States over the concentrations attributable to existing
sources which are included in the baseline concentration; and

(e} Concentrations attributable to the temporary increase in emissions
of sulfur dioxide, nitrogen dioxide or particulate matter from stationary
sources which are affected by plan revisions approved by the administra-
. tor of U.8. EPA as meeting the criteria specified in sub. (4).

(2) No sources which have concentrations which are excluded from in-
crement consumption under sub. (1) (a) and (b) may any longer have
those concentrations excluded 5 years after the effective date of the order
to which sub. (1) (a) refers or the plan to which sub. (1) (b) refers, which-
ever is applicable, If both such order and plan are applicable, no such
gxclusion may apply more than 5 years after the later of such effective

ates.

{3) No exclusion under this section may occur later than 9 months af-
ter August 7, 1980, unless the department submits a state implementa-
tion plan revision meeting the requirements of 40 CFR s, 51.24 to the .
administrator of U.S. EPA.

{4) For purposes of excluding concentrations pursuant to sub. (1) (e),
the administrator of U.S. EPA may approve a plan revision that:

(a) Specifies the tite over which the temporary emissions increase of
sulfur dioxide, nitrogen dioxide or particulate matter would ocecur, Such
time is not to exceed 2 years in duration unless a longer time is approved
by the administrator of U.S, EPA;

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{d) Requires limitations to be in effect at the end of the time period
specified in accordance with par. (a) which would insure that the emis-
sions levels from stationary sources affected by the plan revision would

(d) Prior to the issuance of notice respecting the redesignation of an
area that includes any federal lands, the department shall provide writ-
ten notice to the appropriate federai land manager and the federal land
manager shall be allowed 30 days to confer with the department respect-
ing the redesignation and to submit written comments and recommenda-
tions.

modification.

(g) Make a final determination whether construction should be ap-
proved, approved with conditions, or disapproved.

{h) Notify the applicant in writing of the final determination and make
such notification available for public inspection at the same location
where the department made available pre-construction information and
public comments relating to the source.
